No. 1287 dated 21st December 1957.— An Army, Navy and 
Air Force examination for admission to the National Dclence 
Academy for the 2 1st Course commencing In January 1959 
will be held by the Union Public Service Commission at 
i Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad, Ludhiana, 
Madras, Nagpur, Patna, Shillong and Srinagar some time in 
June 1958. 

These centres arc liable to be changed at the discretion of 
the Commission, 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission and an interview by a 
Services Selection Board and Physical Endurance Test by the 
(Special Medical Board/ Air Force Central Medical Board as 

applicable. 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry into the Academy as a result of this examination will 
be 167 for the Army and the Navy and 40 for the Air Force. 
This is only a provisional estimate and la, therefore, liable to 
alteration. 

Candidates should indicate In the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service. Due consideration will be given to the preference 
expressed by a candidate at the time of his application, but 
I the Government of India reserves power to assign him to any 
Service or branch of Service taking Into consideration the vacan- 
cies available in each Service or branch and the aptitude of 
the candidate. 

Note 1.— Ratings (Including boys and artificer apprentices) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their first pre- 
ference. 

Note 2.— Candidates who have applied for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Spedal Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy or Indian Air Force Examination for admission 
Into the Air Force College must exercise their final option 
before admission to the National Defence Academy course, 
After admission, they will be considered neltheT for Special 
Entry in the Navy, nor for direct commission in the Air Force, 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either 
be:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 
French possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan or from the unllberated areas of Jammu 
and Kashmir with the intention of permanently settl- 
ing In India. 

Note 1.— The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to the issue of certificates of 
eligibility in their favour by the Government of India. The 
Certificate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
category (d) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which he would be re- 
tained in service only if he has become a citizen of India, 
Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in the 
case of candidates belonging to any one of the following cate- 
gories:— 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the 19th July 1948, and have ordinarily been residing 
in India since then; 

( 


(11) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after the 
18th July 1948 but before the SOth September 1948 
and had got themselves registered as citizen within 
the time allowed; 

(Hi) Gorkha subjects of Nepal; 

(lv) Non-citizens who entered service under the Government 
of India before the commencement of the Constitution, 
vh., 26th January 1950, and who have continued in 
such service since then. Any such person who re- 
entered or may re-enter such service with a break after 
the 26th January 1950, will, however, require certificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Note 2.— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
this rule. 

5. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects. A num- 
ber of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently on medi- 
cal grounds. Candidates are. therefore, advised in their own 
Interest to get themselves medically examined before submit- 
ting their applications, to avoid disappointment at the final 
stage. The development of the candidate should be such that 
by the time he attains the age of 17, he will reach the standards 
of medical fitness shown In Appendix I. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by a 
Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Academy. 
The mere fact that the medical examination has been carried 
out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean or imply 
that the candidate has been finally selected. The results of 
the Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to 
any sue. The results of candidates declared unfit/temporarily 
unfit are intimated to them along with the procedure for sub- 
mission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for the 
results of Medical Board will be entertained by the President 
of the Medical Board, 

Candidates foT the Army are advised in their own interest 
that If their vision does not come up to the standard, they 
must bring with them their correcting glasses. 

6. Candidaets must undertake not to marry until they com- 
plete their full training at the National Defence Academy and 
later on at the parent Service Establishment. A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application, though suc- 
cessful at the ensuing or any subsequent examination will not 
be selected for training and a candidate who marries 
while under training shall be discharged and will be 
liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the Gov- 
ernment. 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been bom not earlier than the 2nd July, 1941 and not later 
than 1st January, 1944. 

The prescribed age limits can In no case be relaxed. 

8 Candidates must have passed one of the following exami- 
nations or possess one of the following certificates. Attention 
Is. however, invited to Notes (i). (ii) and (iii) below. 

(a) the Matricluation Examination of a recognised Indian 
University; 

(b) an examination accepted by any such University as 
equivalent to Matriculation Examination for the 
purpose of admission to a university course;

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(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 


(c) an examination held by a State Education Board at 
the end of the Secondary School Course for the award 
of a School Leaving, Secondary School, High School or 
any other Certificate which is accepted by the Govern- 
ment of that State as equivalent to Matriculation 
Certificate for entry into services; 

(d) the Cambridge School Certificate Examination; (Senior 
Cambridge) 

(e) any other examination which may be recognised by the 
Union Public Service Commission as equivalent to the 
above; 

(f) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(g) the following French Examination of Pondicherry. (1) 
‘Brevet Elcmentaire’, (li) ‘Brevet d’ Enseignment Prl- 
malre de Langue Indlenne', (iii) ‘Brevet D‘ etudes du 
Premier Cycle, (iv) ‘Brevet D‘ Enseignment Prlmalre 
Superior de Langue Indienne, and (v) 'Brevet de 
Langue Indience (Vernacular)'; 

(h) the Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(i) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher 

Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(j) Tenth Class Certificate from a Higher Secondary School 
in Delhi/Simla; 

(k) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Islamla, Delhi 
in the case of bona fide resident students of the Jamia 
only; 

(l) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(in) the Anglo- Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma) with eligibility for University course; 

(n) the Burma High School Final Examination Certificate 
with eligibility for University course; 

(o) European High School Examination held by the State 
Governments; 

(p) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(q) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the Govern- 
ment of Nepal; 

(r) T.S. "Duffcrin" Final Passing out Certificate; 

(s) Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(t) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(u) Advanced class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(v) Vidyadhlkari diploma of Gurukul University Kangri, 
Hardwar; 

(w) Adhikarl Diploma of Gurukul University, Brlndaban; 
and 

(x) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, West Bengal, (Since inception). 

Note (1).— In the case of cadets of the Salnik School a certi- 
cate from the Principal to the effect that the cadet has reached 
the "Matriculation Pass” standard of education will be accepted. 

Note (ii).— Candidates who have appeared or Intend to 
appear at any of the above examinations may also apply for 
admission to this examination. The application of such 
candidates will be accepted provisionally and they will be 
required to furnish proof of having passed that examination 
as soon as possible and in any case not later than the 1st 
December, 1958 otherwise candidature will be cancelled. 

Note (iii).— Students of Public Schools or of schools which 
prepare specially for Cambridge School Certificate Examination 
who are due to appear at the Cambridge School Certificate 
Examination to be held in December, 1958 are also eligible 
to apply for this examination provided they can submit a 
certificate from the Headmaster/Principal of the School that 
they are due to appear at the Cambridge School Certificate 
Examination in December 1958 and that they have attained 
the Matriculation standard of education. 

9. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at the 
National Defence Academy (formerly Joint Services Wing), but 
were removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds or for per- 
manent medical unfitness or for lack of Officer-Like Qualities 
will not be admitted to this examination 

'Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the National 
Defence Academy (formerly Joint Services Wing) on academic 
grounds will also not be admitted to this examination. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of submit- 
ting fabricated document or documents which have been 
tampered with or of racking statements which are incorrect or 
false or suppressing material information or of using or at- 
tempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution be debarr- 
ed either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the Com- 
mission for selection of candidates; and 


12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Union Public 
Service Commission. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission. 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to the examination may, at tlic discretion of the Commission 
be limited to such number, as the Commission, may decide. If 
a limit is imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regard in so doing to the suitabili- 
ty of the applicants for admission to the Academy. 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

16. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of these fees will ordinarily be 
entertained except to the extent stated in the Appendix, nor 
can they be held in reserve for any other examination or 
selection. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed by the ag- 
gregate marks awarded to each candidate at the written exami- 
nation. The candidates who obtain qualifying marks at the 
written examination shall appear before a Services Selection 
Board for Intelligence and personality Tests. At these tests 
candidates for the Army/Navy will be assessed in officer poten- 
tialities and those for the Air Force in Pilot Aptitude and offi- 
cer potentialities. The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the Services Selection Board Tests are 900. To qualify for 
the Army/Navy, candidates must secure the miniinlim quali- 
fying marie i both In the written examination and in the 
officer potentiality tests. To qualify for the Air Force, candi- 
dates must secure the minimum qualifying marks in the written 
examination and officer potentiality lest and must also pass 
in the Pilot Aptitude Test. Candidates who do not pass in 
the Pilot Aptitude Test will not he considered for the Air 
Force. Candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying marks 
at the Services Selection Board tests will also be subject to a 
Physical Endurance Test details of which are given in Appen- 
dix IV. for which there will separately be a maximum of 200 
marks. To be acceptable, candidates for all the three Services 
should secure the minimum qualifying marks in the Physical 
Endurance Test also. Subject to these conditions, 
the qualified candidates will then be placed in order of merit 
on the basis of total marks secured by them in the written 
examination, the Services Selection Board Tests and in the 
Physical Endurance Test in two separate lists— one for the 
Army and the Navy and the other f or the Air Force. The 
final selection for admission to the National Defence Academy 
will he made in order of merit depending on the number of 
vacancies for each Service. 

N.B.— EVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE IS 
GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE. THE 
GRADE SECURED BY HIM AT THE FIRST TEST WILL, 
THEREFORE, HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT 
INTERVIEW HE HAS WITH THE AIR FORCE SELEC- 
TION BOARD. A CANDIDATE WHO FAILS JN THE FIRST 
PILOT APTITUDE TEST CANNOT APPLY FOR ADMIS- 
SION TO THE AIR FORCE WING OF THE NATIONAL 
DEFENCE ACADEMY AND TO THE GENERAL DUTIES 
(PII.OTS) BRANCH OF THE INDIAN AIR FORCE. 
(Candidates who have been given the Pilot Aptitude Test for 
14th JSW course or earlier courses may apply to Personnel 
Officers (3), Air Headquarters, New Delhi to find their eligi- 
bility or otherwise to apply for this (21st NDA) course. 

Candidates who were tested for Pilot Aptitude for 15th NDA 
course onwards should submit their applications for this exa- 
mination only if they have been notified as having qualified 
in Pilot Aptitude Test.). 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo the test thereat, at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the coutsc of or as a result of any of the tests given to them 
at a Services Selection Board, whether due to the negligence 
of any person or otherwise. Parents or guardians of the 
candidates will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on 
the form appended to the application. Candidates when called 
for interview by a Services Selection Board Physical Endurance 
Test, medical examination or for subsequent training will be 
eligible for travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force. Candidates who have previously been before 
a Services Selection Board for the same type of Commission 
arc not entitled to travelling allowance on subsequent occasions. 

Success at the examination confers no right to admission to 
the Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service Com- 
mission and the appointing authority that he is suitable in 
all respects for admission to the Academy, 
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18. Candidates finally selected will undergo a three years 
course at the National Defence Academy. After this three- 
year training the successful candidates will undergo further 
specialised training for the Service for which they may be 
selected. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets will 
be subject to the discipline of the Academy. 

19. Before the candidate joins the Academy, the parent or 
guardian will be required tc sign:— 

(a) A certificate to the effect that he fully understands that 
he or his son/ward shall not be entitled to claim any 
compensation or other relief from the Government in 
respect of any injury which his son/ward may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of the training to he 
undergone by him at the Academy, whether due to 
the negligence of any person or otherwise. 

(b) A bond to the effect that, if for any reasons considered 
within the conLrol of the candidate, he wishes to 
wilhdraw before the completion of the course, or falls 
to accept a commission if offered, he will be liable to 
refund the whole or such portion of the cost of tuition, 
food, clothing and pay and allowances received, as 
may be decided upon by Government, 


20. The cost of training including accommodation, books, 

I iniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
he Government, Parents or guardians of cadets will, however, 
6e required to meet their pocket and other private expenses. 
Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed Rs. SO p,m. 
If In any case a cadet's parent or guardian is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this expenditure, financial assistance 
Upto Rs. SO p.tn, may be granted by the Government. No 
cadet whose parent or guardian has an income of Rs. 300 pin. 
or above would be eligible for the grant of the financial 
assistance. The immovable property and other assets and 
ipcotne from all sources are also taken into account for deter- 
mining the eligibility for financial assistance. 

The parcnL/guardian of a candidate desirous of having any 
financial assistance should immediately after his son/ward 
having been, hnally selected for training at the National Defence 
Academy, submit an application through the District Magis- 
trate of his District who will with his recommendation for- 
ward the application to the Director of Military Training, 
^rmy Headquarters, New Delhi. 

21. Candidates finally selected for training at the Academy 
will be requited to deposit the following amount with the 
Commandant, National Defence Academy, on arrival there:— 
(a) pocket allowance for five months at Rs. BO/- per 

month Rs. 150/- 

(b) For items of clothing and equipment Rs. 400/- 

Total Rs. 550/- 

Out of the amount mentioned above, the following amount 
in refundable to the cadets in the event of financial aid being 
sanctioned to them. 


(a) pocket allowance for five months at Rs. B0/- per month 
Rs. 150/- 

(b) For items of clothing and equipment Rs. 285/- 

22. The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
Defence Academy:— 

1. PARASHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholarship- 
Thls scholarship is awarded to cadets from Maharashtra and 
Karnatak, The value of one scholarship is upto a maximum 
of Rs. 1,000 per annum for the duration of a cadet's stay at 
the National Defence Academy, subject to the cadet making 
satisfactory progress. The scholarship will also be available 
at the Army, Naval or Air Force training establishments where 
a cadet may be sent for furthef training after he has completed 
lkis training at the National Defence Academy, The cadets who 
4 re granted this scholarship wifi not be entitled to any other 
financial assistance from the Government. 


2. MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA NARAYAN Scholar- 
ship.— This scholarship of the value of Rs. 360 per annum il 
granted to a needy cadet who fails to secure any financial 
assistance from the Government and is paid on completion of 
a term at the National Defence Academy. The scholarship 
is sanctioned by the Government on a means-cum-merlt basil. 


8. COLONEL KENDAL FRANK'S MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship.— This scholarship Is of the value of Rs. 360 per annum 
and is granted to a Maratha cadet who should be the son of 
an ex-serviceman. The scholarship is in addition to any fin- 
ancial assistance from the Government, 

! 4. KUER SINGH MEMORIAL Scholarship.—' Two scholar- 
ships arc awarded to two cadets who obtain the highest 
position amongsL candidates from BIHAR. The value of each 
scholarship is Rs. 37.00 per mensem tenable for a maximum 
period of 4 years duripg the training at the National Defence 
Academy, KHARAKVASLA and thereafter at the Military 
College, Dehradun and the Air Force and Naval Colleges 
where the Cadets may be sent for training on completion of 
their training at the National Defence Academy. The scholar- 
ships will, however, be continued subject to making good 
progress at the above institutions.

APPENDIX I 

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 

To be passed fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will however be ensured that: 

(a) there is no evidence of weak construction, imperfefct 
development, serious malformation or obesity. 

(b) there is no maldevelopment or impairffieht of function 
of the bones or joints. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(d) there is no malformation of the head, deformity froth 
fracture or depression of the bones of the skull, 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or disease 
of either ear unhealed perforation of the tympanic 
membranes or signs of acute or chronic suppurative 
otitis media or evidence of radical or modified radical 
mastoid operation. 

Note.— A soundly healed perforation without any Impair- 
ment of the mobility of the arum and without impairment of 
hearing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate for 
the Army. 

(f) there Is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the nose 
or nasal polypus of disease of the nasopharynx. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 
parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is normal. 
N.B.— Scars of operations for the removal of tuber- 

culouses glands are not a cause for rejection pro- 
vided that there has been no active disease 
within the preceding 6 years and the chest is 
clinically and radiologically clear, 

(h) there Is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils or 
gums or disease or injury affecting the normal function 
ot either mandibular joint. 

N.B.— Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there Is 
no history of attacks of tonsillitis, is not a cause 
for rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of the 
heart and blood vessels. 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs. 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system Including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen. 

(l) there is no hernia or tendency thereto. 

(m) there Is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N.B.— A candidate who has been operated for ■ 
hydrocele will be accepted if there are no 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there is 
no evidence of fllarlasls. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids. 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. Cases showing 
albuminuria or glycosuria will not be accepted. 

(p) there Is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
trivial. Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cauBe disability or marked disfigure- 
ment arc a cause for rejection. 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital venereal 
disease. 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates suffering from epilepsy, incontinence of 
urine, or enuresis will not be accepted. 

(s) there Is no squint or morbid condition of the eye or 
of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation or 
recurrence. 

(t) there is no active trachoma or Its complications. 

NJL— Remedial operations are to be performed prior 
to entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate 
acceptance and It should be dearly understood 
by the candidates that the decision whether an 
operation is desirable or necessary is one to be 
made by his private medical adviser. The 
Government will accept no liability regarding the 
result of operation or any expense incurred. 

3. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements, 

(a) Height (1) The height of a candidate will be measured 
by making him stand against the standard with his feel 
together. The weight should be thrown on the heels and not 
on the toes or outer sides of the feet, He will -stand erect 
without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depressed 
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to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar, ana the height will be recorded In inche* and quarter 
parts thereof. 

(ii) Height standards for candidates of the different age will 
normally be. 

Age Minimum height in inches 

15-16 years 62 

over 16 years 65 

The minimum height in respect of Gorkha, Nepalese, 
Assamese and Garhwali candidates may be reduced by 2 ". 

(Ill) Air Force only— To meet the special requirements 
for training as a pilot, the minimum height and leg length 
will be:— 


Height . . 64 " 

Leg length Hip to Heel .. 89 " 

N.B.— On account of the lower age of candidates a margin 
of upto 2" In height and 1 " In leg length may be given, 
provided it is certified by the Medical Board that the can- 
didate is likely to grow and come up to the required standard 
on completion of his training at the National Defence 
Academy. 

lb) Weight.— (i) Weight will be taken with the candidate 
fully stripped or with under pants only. In recording weight, 
fraction of a lb. will not be noted. A correlation table

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
is, therefore only a guide and cannot be applied universally. 
A 10 per cent, departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal limits. There 
may nevertheless be some individuals who according to the 
above standard may be overweight but from the general 
build of the body are fit in every respect. The over-weight 
in such case may be due to heavy bones and muscular develop- 
ment and not obesity. Similarly for those who are under 
weight, the criteria should be the general build of the body 
anti proportionate development Tatner than rigid adherence 
to the standards in the aoove table. 

(c) Chest.— The chest should be well developed with a 
minimum range of expansion of 2 inches. The candidate’s 
chest will be measured by making him stand erect with his 
feet together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 
the inferior angles of the shoulder-blades behind, and Its 
lower edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms 
will then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care will 
be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or 
backwards so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then 
be directed to take a deep inspiration scrveral times, and the 
maximum and minimum expansions of the chest will be 
carefully noted. The minimum and maximum will then be 
recorded in inches, thus 55 / 85 , 34/86 etc.

APPENDIX IV 

Procedure for conducting the Physical Endurance Test 
The test will be in respect of the following:— 

(I) Vital capacity; and 

(II) Exercise tolerance score. 

Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spirometer. The 
candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the instrument 
in his right hand. His nose will be clipped and test will be 
made for any leak through the nose. He will then take a 
maximum possible breath and empty bis chest through the 
mouth piece into the spirometer. Three trials will be made 
in each case and the maximum reading will be taken as total 
vital capacity in c.c. The vital capacity will be later on 
reduced to c.c. per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made. As regards 
the exercise tolerance test the candidate will be dressed in 
vest and Rhorts and will he hare footed. He will be made to 
do "baithaks" a 40 cycles per minute. The rhythm will be 
maintained by a simple pendulum 22" long, frequency of Its 
oscillations being 40 per minute. The exercise will be carried 
on till the candidate is exhausted or upto a maximum limit 
of 2 minutes. He will then be made to sit and pulse will be 
counted for half a minute after cessation of the exercise for 
exactly 60 seconds.
